Quincy said this school was in charge of General Samuel 
Armstrong, who served with great distinction in the last 
war, and was brevetted major-general for his gallantry 
and bravery. Atthe close of the war he beat his sword 
into a grammar, and his spear into 3 dictionary, and un§ 
dertook to lead the colored race to learning as he once led 


He said the peculiar need of the South today was teach- 
ers and farmers. It never had a common-school system, 


i and the old methods of agriculture were being fast done 


away with. An absolutely new style of farming was to 
be introduced. The negro, to succeed as a citizen. must 
become a farmer on a small scale, and murt therefore ac- 


amcept principles of cultivation entirely different from what 


7 


he has been brought up to. A system of cultivation 
which depended upon exhausting the soil, and then 


Doarandoning it, would not do for small farmers, yet it was 
the only one which the negro had had an opportunity 


of learning. He therefore needed education in this 
almost as much as in any respect. One hundred 
farmers would be as good missionaries as one hundred 
teachers. Rotation of crops and raising meat instead of 
grain, so as to keep up the fertility of the land, would 
alone be worth millions of dollars to the poor of the South 
if thoroughly taughtto them. The economic value of the 
agricultural department of the Normal School at Hamp- 
ton. if it could be pushed up and sustained at a high effici- 
ency—and of this there was every prospect—wouald be a 
hundred fold the outlay upon it. Men talked of giving 
the negro lend; a wiser thing was to teach him how to use 
it. Land was so abundant and cheap that his labor could 
secure it to him as soon as the great estates were subdi- 
vided. There was in the South a practical confiscation of 
great estates, and the treedmen were rapidly obtaining 
possession of small] tarms. One of the great obstacies to 
the rise of the negro was improvidence At Hampton he 
was presented with a bill every month showing how much 
he owed, and how wmwuch he had earned. This was a pow- 
erful education to thrift, and would do much toward de- 
stroying this worst habit of the negro. Manual labor 
schools, in which he paid his way, were more needed by 
him than free schools. One reason why agricultural col- 
leges in the North did not succeed,was because those stu- 
dents who meant to be farmers, could in many respects 
receive a better practical education by working under in- 
telligent farmers. 

There was no suchichance epen to the negro. Agricultu- 
ral colleges in the North did not perform what they pro- 
mised; they did not practically enable a student without 
resources to pay his way. More was being done for such 
students at Hampton on an endowment of $7500 than in 
any similar institution at the North. General Armstrong 
then compare? the expenses of students at Hampton with 
the expenses of students at the Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege. 
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against them $2800. During the months of October, No- 
vewber and December, 1869, fifty-three colored students 
at Hampton earned $1244 69, and the charges for >oard 
and washing were $1074 55. Balance in their favor $170 19. 
An equal number of atudents in the lowa college 
would have (fallen behindhand $925. In the 
Iowa college, which, he thought, was probably 
as efficient and offered as favorable terms as any similar 
institution in the N orth,only about a dozen students in 13 
had paid their way by their own labor durin, the last 
term, while at Hampton two-thirds of the students paid 
their board bills, and hali earned enough, at the rate of 
ten cents an hour, to clothe themselves respectably and 
pay for their books. The labor system in Hampton was 
peculiar in its separation of study from work, so that they 
did not interfere with each other. The students were di- 
vided into five squads, one of which was in the field each 
day of the week, and all turned out Saturday. 
The industrial room for girls was one of the most import 
ant features of the Hampton work. It furnished profita- 
ble employment for girls, and enabled them to receive 
money from the institute at the end of the month, rather 
than owe anything. The garments made are sold to stu- 
dents of this and other schools, at the cost of material 
and making. The girls were taught to cut and make 
clothes,to use the sewing machine, and to wash and 
iron. The aim of the institution was to teach the students 
how to labor and how to live. There were now seventy- 
five students in attendance at the Hampton Normal and 
Agricultural Institute, of whom fifty-four were boarders, 


paying $10 a month apiece for all they receivea. Nearly 
all of the students had been slaves, and most of them had 
been in thearmy. He believed that the quiet, faithful 
work of teachers in the South did more in the way. of 

enuine reconstruction than Congress had done with all 
ta power; a single teacher was worth more than a 
company of United States soldiers. 

Thirteen of the undergraduates of the school were now 
engaged in teaching six hundred children. These teachers 
go into the neighvoring counties and State, and in the 
rura! districts are boarded and lodged by the people, who 
contribute ten cents a week for each child that is taught, 
and the Freedmen's Bureau supplies $10 a month by way 
of salary. In three years, if the present plans can be car- 
ried out, there will have graduated 120 young meno and 
women, who will probably teach between thirty and forty 
thousand children. In carrying forward this work, 
Southern aid was not to be looked for, Virginia was bur- 
dened with too large a debt, and would not help if she 
could. The Southern ple were essentially what they 
always had been, and the North must turnish the necessa- 
ry Means to advance the great work which had been so 
successfully begun. 

At the close of General Armstrong's rem‘¢rks Mr. 
Quincy introdueed Rev. George L. Chaney of this city, 
who gave an interesting acceunt of a recent visit which 
he paid to the school at Hampton, and said that he found 
his hopes in relation to it more than fulfilled; that as an 
industrial school it was a model one in every respect. 

When Mr. Chaney had concluded his remarks, which

New England must carry 
to the South what she carried to the West,—an education 
which makes industry honorable. The uth must be 
taught that the Bible does not and never did sanction 
slavery, or make any distinction in regard to color. The 
whites must learn that they are no better than 
any one else, and the blacks that they are not 
inferior to any if oer improve their opportunities.

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VIRGINIA INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE. 
Hampton, VA., January, 1870. 

To the Editor of the Transcript: Do you suppose 
any of your readers remember a civil war which 
once raged in this country? I will warrant that 
half the people who read this supersciption, 
“Hampton,” will think lam taking advantage of 
this mild winter to take a vacation by the sea, and 
count me as one of your summer correspondents, 
with the usual load of “sea-weed.” Tell them that 
“Va.” stands for Virginia, and the Hampton [ hail 
from is on the James River, just inside of Old 
Point Comfort and Fortress Monroe; andif they 
have not forgotten the war altogether, say that 
here, near Hampton Roads, that sea-fight took 
place which has revolutionized the naval warfare of 
the world. 

Yes, here in front of my window, a mile or two 
away on this very water—which, so far as signs g0, 
is as forgetful as the people whose hopes were all 
at sea in that perilous hour—the Monitor met the 
Merrimac and beat her. The clumsy old frigate, 
iron-bound and brazen-faced, indolent with a tra- 
| ditional strength and emboldened by yesterday’s 
success, learned a lesson from the unknown and 


| ten the nextday. I wishI could have seen that 
fight. Nothing in the whole war could have been 
more thrilling, and no other battle has been more 
| instructive. 
| I lost the sight of that conflict of the old and 
the new, and the triumph of a new principle in na- 
val warfare; but I am seeing soinething equally 
good and equally momentous in the land-fight 
which is going on today at Hampton. 
You have not heard of it, perhaps; and yet there 
is or has been a battle fought on this historic 


system of free school education, as surely as the 
fight between the Monitor and Merrimac has re- 
cast our navy. Look at those two buildings stand- 
ing half a mile apart; the most prominent houses 
] in this part of the country. One is monstrous in 
| size andarchitecture. Pillars of immense size front

top a green dome is thrust up into the sky, and al- 
together there is an air of being “much too big for 
itself,” about this institution. This is or was the 
Chesapeake Seminary for Young Women. It is

‘It is the Merrimac in our land battle. A thing

_ paitment, and sleeping-rooms for the young men. 


There are eighty pupils, of an average age of nine- 


_ teen. They are evenly divided between the two 


sexes. Not far away are three flourishing element- 
ary schools, the “Lincoln,” the “Butler” and the 
“Armstrong. Andineach one of these you may 
find, every school day in the week, some of the pu- 
pils of the Normal Institute engaged in teaching. 
Experienced Northern teachers preside over each 


_ of these schools, and the teaching done by the nor- 
' mal scholars is carried on by this side. Thus each 


primary school is, as well, a training school for the 
normal] pupils. The first attempts of a young man 
or woman to teach are made with competent teach- 
ers close at hand, and by the end of their course 
the graduates may go out to their posts furnished 
not only with knowledge, but with skill to impart 
it to others. 

The students have come from Virginia and North 
and South Carolina, and the number of applicants 
is always in excess of the accommodation. This 
has an advantage. It enables the Superintendent 
to secure good conduct on the part of the pupils 
by the wholesome dread it excites of having to va- 
cate their place imfavor of some more deserving 
applicant. 

Thus the discipline of the school becomes compar- 
acively easy and the whole strength of the teach- 
ers may be given to the office ofeducation There is 
a fascination toa born-teacher, one who enjoys 
giving knowledge to people who enjoy receiving 
it, in teaching these willing pupils. I can see how 
naturally the live earnest teachers who come here 
from the North are led into excessive labor, 
in their night and day schools, by the very charm 
this eager docility in their pupils. As one woman 
said to me who had been familiar with the schools 
from the first: “If these people do not amount to 
something, it will be because they have not much in 
them. For no scholars at the North receive such 
constant and devoted instruction and such varied 
care.” Perhaps it is the most remarkable thing 
about this institution that everything they have is 
intended to be of the best. 

Schoolrooms and apparatus, sleeping rooms, food 
and clothing, all compete with the teachers them- 
selves in striving for excellence. Nothing seems 
chosen or accepted as good enough for them, as | 
if they were one whit less worthy or nice than the 
best of manhood. The Superintendent, with true 
and wise instinct, believes in the influence of taste- 
ful surroundings, and everything is done to de- 
velop the wsthetic as an ally of the moral and 
religious side of character. The result is seen in 
tidy, well-dressed young men and women, respect- 
I doubt if as 
many well-polished shoes would be found among 
seventy students in any one of our Northerr free 
schools, or as large a proportion of clean collars 
and cuffs, as one sees inthis schoolroom. And if 
you say, “Nv doubt, blacking shoes or ironing col- 
lars is a speciality,” Isay “Yes; and this to me is 
the true glory of these scholars. Born to labor, 
they are not ashamed of it. Too poor to live with- 
out working, and too honorable to live by begging, 
they csk and get in this Industrial Institute, a | 
place where they can combine study and labor, | 
and thus support themselves while they receive , 
j their education.”

Yes, there is the chief attraction, the significant 
feature after all,in this school. It has a farm of 
one hundred and twenty-five acres, which is car- 
ried on mainly by the students themselves. Each 
man works a day and a half each week in the field, 
and receives wages at the rate of from six to ten 
cents an hour. During the vacation, from the |} 
middle of June to October, enough can be added to 
these earnings to nearly cover the'year’s expenses 
at the school. The girls find a field for their labor 
in sewing and housework, and receive compensa- 
tion for their labor according to its worth. I have 
passed this morning from the recitation room, in 
which a class of girls were explaining difficult 
processes in arithmetic through their well-kept 
dormitories, and on to the kitchen and dining- 
room, and found the same young women who 
had recited so well a half-hour before busy in pre- 
paring the dinner. A few steps further, and the 
girlwho had left her class in arithmetic, and 
whose refined look would have made her beautiful 
in any unprejudiced eye, was found busy at the 
washtub. 

If any of my Northern friends were as tired as I 
am of our too popular system of education, which 
magnifies book-learning and seems eager to make 
its scholars know everything literally, “like a 
book,” they will share with me my delight at find- 
ing in this America an institute successfully edu- 

ting its pupils alike in learning and in in- 
lustry. It is one of those cases of poetic justice 

hich occur often enough in this world, to give us 

aith in a present Providence, that the people who 

have been “despised and rejected,’’ are made our 
very examplars. 

This school, open alike to men and women 
of every race, but only attended now by freed- 
men, sets the rule of education to the whole na- 
tion. And the State which is kept standing on the 

threshold of our Union carries in her hands the 
deal school.

A public meeting of the friends of education in the 
A large 
and very intelligent audience was present, the seats on 
the platform being occupied by prominent citizens of Bos- 
ton and vicinity, among whom were Chief Justice Chap- 
man, Hon. Thomas Russell, Hon. Richard H. Dana, jr., 
Rev. Dr. Kirk, Hon. Jonathan White, secretary of the 
State board of education, and Mr. Charles L. Raymond. 
The meeting was called to order at about a quarter of eight 
o’clock bv Hon. Josiah Quincy, who pre 
sided during the evening. Mr, Quincy stated that 
Governor Claflin, who was expected to preside, was ur 
able to be present, and he then went on to speak of t* 
cause of education in this State during the past thirty 
) ears,ard the progress which it had made,paying a worthy 
tribute to Horace Mann who labored so arduously for the 
establishment of normal schools. He then called upon 
Rev. Mr. Chaney to offer prayer, at the close of which 
read a letter from General O. O-. Howard. 
General Howard recommended to the friends of educa- 
tion the favorable consideration of the  nor- 
mal school at Hampton, Virginia, and 
spoke in terms of unqualified approbation of 
the schoo! and the manner in which it is conducted. Mr. 
Quincy said this school was in charge of General Samuel | 
Armstrong, who served with great distinction in the last 
war, and was brevettcd major-general for his gallantry 
and bravery. Atth« close of the war he beat his sword 
into a grammar, and his spear into a dictionary, and un§ 
dertook to lead the colored race to learning as he once led 
them to victory. 

General Armstrong was then introduced and received 
with applause. 

He said the pecaliar need of the South today was teach- 

ers and farmers. It never had a common-school system, 
and the old methods of agriculture were being fast don 
away with. An absolutely new style of farming was to | 
be introduced. The negro, to succeed as a citizen, must 
become a farmer on a small scale, and must therefore ac- 
cept principles of cultivation entirely different from what 
he has been brought up to. A system of cultivation 
which depended upon exhausting the sol, and then 
abandoning it, would not do for small farmers, yet it was 
the only one which the negro had had an opportunity 
of learning. He therefore needed education in this 
almost as much as in any respect. One hundred 
farmers would be as good missionaries as one hundred , 
teachers. Rotation of crops and raising meat instead of ° 
grain, so. as to keep up the fertility of the land, would | 
alone be worth millions of dollars to the poor ofthe South | 
if thoroughly taughtto them. The economic value of the 
agricultural department of the Normal School at Hamp- 
ton. if it could be pushed up and sustained at a high effici- 
ency—and of this there was every prospect—would be a 
hundred fold the outlay upon it. Men talked of giving 
the negro land; a wiser thing was to teach him how to use 
it. Land was so abundant and cheap that his labor could 
secure it to him as soon as the great estates were subdi- 
vided. There was in the South a practical confiscation of 
great estates, and the freedmen were rapidly obtaining 
possession of small farms. One of the great obstacies to 
the rise of the negro was improvidence At Hampton he 
was presented with a bill every month showing how much 
he owed, and how much he had earned. This was a pow- 
erful education to thrift, and would do much toward de- 
stroying this worst habit of the negro. Manual labor 
schools, in which he paid his way, were more needed by 
him than free schools. One reason why agricultural col- 
leges in the North did not succeed,was because those stu- 
dents who meant to be farmers, could in many respects 
receive a better practical education by working under in- 
telligent farmers. 

There was no such{chance open to the negro. Agriculta- 
ral colleges in the North did not perform what they pro- 
mised; they did not practically enable a student without 
resources to pay his way. More was being done for such 
students at Hampton on an endowment of $7500 than in 
any similar institation at the North. General Armstrong 
then compare? the expenses of students at Hampton with 
the expenses of students at the Iowa Agricultural Col- 


en lege. uring the lace term of

vewber and December, 1869, fifty-three colored students 
at Hampton earned $1244 69, and the charges for board 
and washing were $1074 55. Balance in their favor $170 19. 
4n equal number of students in the Iowa college 
would have fal'en behindhand $925. In the 
Iowa college, which, he thought, was probably 
as efficient and offered as favorable terms as any similar 
institution in the North,only about a dozen students in 13 
had paid their way by their own labor during the last 
term, while at Hampton two-thirds of the students paid 
their board bills, and hali earned enough, at the rate of 
ten cents an hour, to clothe themselves respectably and 
pay for their books. The labor system in Hampton was 
peculiar in its separation of study from work, so that they 
did not interfere with each other. The students were di- 
vided into five squads, one of which was in the field each 
day of the week, and all turned out Saturday. 
The industrial room for girls was one of the most import 


ant features of the Hampton work. It furnished profita- , 


ble employment for girls, and enabled them to receive 


money from the institute at the end of the month, rather | 


than owe anything. The garments made are sold to stu- 
dents of this and other schools, at the cost of material 
and making. The girls were taught to cut and make 
clothes, to use the sewing machine, and to wash and 
iron. The aim of the institution was to teach the students 
how to labor and how to live. There were now seventy- 
five students in attendance at the Hampton Normal and 
Agricultural Institute, of whom fifty-four were boarders, 


paying $10 a month apiece for all they received. Nearl
